A Glimpse of the Wonderful Land of Palestine and some Seasonable Thoughts Thereon Cij

THE shaping of the history of Pales- 
tine is the story of an immense 
past. Prophetic utterances of past 
centuries have blended strangely with 
the facts of lite and testimony — each 
echoing in no unccrtaiu sound the 
vibrating chords of truth. It is a 
country destined and prepared for 
strange events and hallowed by the 
life, works and death of our grout 
Redeemer — a laud not destined Toy 
secular, greatness, hut for revelation. 

One ■cannot think of the country 
without thinking of Jerusalem — the 
City of the soul — a' City of spiritual 
inspiration. True, it is a city or many 
orrows — no City has boon besieged, 
taken and re-taken, more often than 
Jerusalem. 

The streets of no City have run 
with more blood of human bPings 
than the Holy City, and yet so strange 

but so true — Cod chose to put His 
name on it and make it the candle- 
stick for the Light of the world. 

Here nations are bound together in 
and around the City by the symbol 
of the Cross and the Churches they 
have erected, 

Jerusalem is first mentioned in I he 
Bible (Josh. 1S:2S) as Jebusi. which 
is Jerusalem. David brought Goliath's 
head and the shields of gold af 
Jerusalem. They carried the ark of 
f!od to Jerusalem. The Queen of 
Sheba came to Jerusalem with u very 
great train. 

Jerusalem is the object of many 
tears. The Saviour wept over it ex- 
claiming, "O Jerusalem, Jerusalem. 
Ihou that killest the prophets, and 
stonest them that are sent unto lliee 
- ho»v often would I have gathered 
thy children together, even as u hen 
gulliereth her chickens under her 
wings, and ye would not," (Mntlliew 
2!!: 37.) 

The Bible is the best guide-book to 
Syria. Mere the fig-tree planted in 
the vineyard, there the tower guard- 
ing the winepress, unmuzzled oxen 
tramping out the corn on the thresh- 
ing doors from whence the wind 
drives the chufr. Women still coming 
to the wells for water or sitting two 
at the grinding-mill. 

Israel's greatness lay solely In the 
knowledge of the Lord — all other ex- 
periments in greatness failed.

Consider tho Roman conquerors and 
Christ. Rome was about His cradle, 
and His grave. He was brought to 
Uefhlehem for a Roman taxation. Ho 
was delivered to a Roman Judge, to 
Roman soldiers and cruciiled on a 
Roman cross. 

To see the Russian pilgrims in 
Palestine, poor and ignorant, but with 
simple, yet strong faith. Is an inspir- 
ing sight. To visit Palestine to them 
is to enter into the Kingdom at 
Heaven. Ttathing In the Jordan, 
lilliug their bottles, dipping their 
winding sheets In the water — it all 
signifies self-denial prompted by the 
purest desire to eHcnpe from dellling 
society to cleannesH of faith. 

Environment counts for much in 
imtitmnl lifo — the environment of 
Puleallne Is sea and douert. It 1h a 
great oasle— a fertile restlng-plnce for 
travellers from Egypt to Mesopotamia 
between which nations she wiih over 
n hnO'ov state ill war and p'olltlcs.

Colonel Knott writes re- 
garding conditions in Pales- 
tine on good authority.

The desert was Israel's; real neigh- 
bor. The Israelite knew its horrors 
a.::d .'.vt iovcrl it. Some authorities 
Hpeak of a sand depth of 600 feat--- 
yet it is not all consecrated to deatli 
and will never be so long as the 
nomad Arabs and their flocks keep 
wandering. The Arab fears the wall- 
ed city. The desert has even broken 
the barrier of the Jordan and en- 
croached west of the river. The fierce 
storms drive the sand into the coun- 
try and only by sheer force of phy- 
sical effort on the part of the farmers 
is the desert held in check. 

Palestine still 'fears the tiery breath 
of the desert -its winds blast the 
crops and destroy the cattle. 

Visitors from the West are often 
disappointed and as they move from 
place to pla<;e their wonder glows as 
they recall the Biblical descriptions 
of the land flowing with milk and 
honey. 

A man coining in from the desert 
sees trees and founlaius. not as they 
are in themselves, but as they con- 
trast with the burning sands. The 
sound of wind through the rustling 
leaves or the ripple of the water are 
lo him us the speech of a god. The 
very barrenness of the desert he- 
comes a challenge to hope and TaiUl — 
"streams shall break forth there and 
the desert shall blossom as the rose." 



clations are found. David. Klijah. 
Paul. .Mohammed, all betook them- 
selves to the solitude. Jesus was 
driven by the Spirit into the wilder- 
ness. 

Palestina's worst, enemy was her 
wickedness. The land was a place of 
decaying body and shiftless spirit. A 
glimpse of the country suggests it. It 
is not merely stoned, but it seems to 
have been stoned to death for its own 
sins. The scattered ruins of old 
vineyards and village walls, neglected 
plains and valleys once rich, were 
turned into a wilderness, the hill- 
sides where terracing and irrigation 
flourished were monuments of decay. 
Palestine was an ideal training 
ground for a nation to learn right- 
eousness. 

The great Healer is still going 
about the land doing good and al- 
though unrecognised He. I lie Christ, 
is gradually winning back the country 
to Himself. 

Having now given some glimpses 
of the land of Palestine — where 
Christmas was created — let me con- 
clude with some thoughts springing 
therefrom and having a particular 
application to the great Festival we 
are celebrating at this season of the 
year.

900 needy 
men were given a New Year's dinner.

1.609 families were 
supplied with provisions for one week, 
while 6.300 pieces of clothing, furni- 
ture, etc., were distributed. 

This year M0 Christmas baskets 
will be distributed amongst needy 
families. They wtll contain beef, 
a Christinas pudding, and almost a 
week's provisions. Christinas eheer 
will also be distributed to men and 
women prisoners In Ontario nnd other 
parts, and also to the wounded sol- 
diers in Christie Street Hospital. 
Clothing will be given to the needy 
and there are many other projects to 
bring some gladnesB to the less for- 
tunate, states Colonel Noble, the 
Financial Secretary.

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TO TAKE the retrospective view 
may not always be the dictate 
ol wisdom. There are, however, 
many cases where It is Justified. Men 
of arms, who have emerged vic- 
torious from battle, may gather 
fresh courage and determination from 
viewing, during a lull in a combat, 
their valiant exploits. Even so, the 
soldier of Christ never fails to find 
renewed confidence, and to discover 
songs awakening in his heart, from a 
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glimpse back, with its reminders of 
how "Hitherto hath the Lord helped 
us." 

Thus, for us Salvationists of Canada 
East to give recollection a few min- 
utes play as we approach the thresh- 
old of a New Year, will furnish im- 
pulse to step forward to the unknown 
with buoyant, optimistic stride, and 
with yet bigger faith for a year of 
victorious conquest for the great 
Cause in which we wield our blades. 

Recall January, 1025. and the Ter- 
ritorial Commauder's inspiring battle- 
cry to the "Win Another" Campaign 
re-echoes in one's ears.

evil. 

The magnificent spirit of our Ter- 
ritorial Leader, who, supported by 
Mrs. Sowton and Colonel Adby. con- 
ducted campaigns all over the Ter- 
ritory — in one strenuous nine days' 
campaign he held nineteen meet- 
ings—was not the least of the in- 
spirational factors, and he was ably 
seconded in his endeavors by the 
Chief Secretary and other prominent 
Officers of the Territory. 

The outcome was seen, during the 
months which followed, in an all 
round strengthening of The Army's 
many-sided endeavor. 

These were cold months, and the 
iiocial Officers were not the least 
busy of persons: free meals to hungry 
men, hostel facilities, cheun clothing 
for the poor -- nil these things take 
handling, and represent but a 'frag- 
mentary glimpse of the Social activ- 
ities during the Winter months. 

One can but briefly mention many 
?>{ the salfenl happenings as the 
vear progressed. Among these must 
ho noted the growth of "The Young 
Soldier" from a twelve-pager to a 
fully mature sixteen-pager: the Com- 
missioner'H celebration, on Jnnuary 
16th, of Iuh sixtieth birthday, and the 
opening of the new Citadel nt To- 
ronto's parent Corps. Hie corner stone 
of which wns laid by the Ceneral 
during the previous yenr. This event 
furnished nn Impressive reminder of 
Tho Army's ndvent. in the turbulent 
(fiiyH or 'S3, m'nee which such truly 
iiiiirvi'lloiis flridfH liavu hewn made.

When it is remem- 
bered tbat 499 unmarried mothers 
found sanctity in Salvation Army 
Homes last year the real value to our 
Social Work of such a building will 
be recognized. The Home, which has 
accommodation for fifty women and 
children, involved an expenditure of 
$42,331. 

The following week saw Commis- 
sioner Sowton opening a finely-located 
and beautiful Hall at Verdun, still 
another Citadel at Cobourg. and wit- 
nessed the Hinging open of the doors 
of the charmingly-appointed Cather- 
ine Booth Mothers' Hospital in Mon- 
treal by General Sir Arthur Currie. 

fn February, also, came an impres- 
sive day of Young People's Councils 
conducted by the Territorial Coin- 
mauder and Mrs. Sowton, when over 
1,300 young people attended, and 153 
knell at tho Aitar. 

An event which stands out boldly 
among its fellows of distinction was 
the dedication, by Ihe Commissioner, 
at Lisgar Street, of four young Offi- 
cers for Missionary service — Captain 
and Mrs. Welbonrn, Captaiu Leonard 
Bvenden. and Captain Emily Ashby 
(now Mrs. Captain Barr) — brave 
hearts who are doing valiant service 
to-day in the Far East. 

This brings us up to Easter with its 
big Rally and Parade, its mammoth 
Demonstration in the Massey and its 
memorable Sunday meetings, events 
which were quickly followed by a flying 
visit from Commissioner Mapp, who 
called at the Queen City during a 
business visit wbich took him

July recorded ihe celebration of 
Founder's Day in Exhibition Park, 
and a further impressive development 
In the Women's Social Work was 
registered when the doors of Ihe en- 
larged premises of the Women's 
Hospital in the Queon City, which 
had been acquired at a cost of nearly 
£140,0(10, were thrown open, the 
equipment of the premiees having 
been brought into line with the latesl 
developments in medical science. 

Newfoundland's thirly-eighth Con- 
gress looms large in the picture at 
this period. During the year the Sub- 
Terrilory. under Colouel Cloud, had 
been recording God - glorifyiug ad- 
vances in its various departments of 
activity, and Ihe Congress Campaign, 
conducted by Commissioner Sowton. 
who was accompanied by the Editor, 
was the occasion of great gatherings, 
intense spiritual influences, and had 
fruitage in eighty-two seekers. 

August saw n further gift from 
Canada to non-Christian lands when 
the Chief Secretary conducted the 
■farewell of Captain and Mrs, Sparks 
and Captain Hawkes for India, and 
these comrades were followed to the 
East a little later by Captains Agnes 
Willerton and Mary Smith, who were 
also appointed to India, and Lieuten- 
ant Pearl March, who left for China.

The 
memorable Massey Hall gatherings, 
conducted by Mrs. Booth, who was 
accompanied by Commissioner Mapp 
and Staff-Captain Dora, will be fresh 
in the minds of all who were privil- 
eged to be present. The Soldiers' 
and Recruits' Rally, on the Saturdny 
evening, when the capacious hall was 
Hlled with a buoyant throng of Sal- 
vationists coining from all parts of 
the Territory, was a prelude to a 
day's meetings which are written 
large in Canada East's history. The 
afternoon gathering, over which Hie 
Honor, the Lieutenant-Governor, Cnl- 
onel Harry Cncknluitt presided, and 
the gloriously fruitful evening meet- 
ings at the Massey and Pautages. 
were top-notch events, and Monday 
night's Demonstration brought to a 
brllllnlit conclusion n series or gather- 
ings, the full harvesting of which 
cannot enslly be computed, and which 
without doubt gave marked impulse 
to Army endeavor throughout the 
Territory,

THE NEW BAND JOURNAL 



Journals No. 935-938 



FRESH from the printing machines 
comes to hand the new Band 
Jotiriial which contains, an usual, two 
marches and two selections. 

Journal No. 935. "tn the Firing 
Line." is Adjutant Bruin well Coles' 
latest published march. This is the 
sort of mait-h which will furnish 
material tor either pantile purposes 
or festival use. It can he easily 
marred by being taken at tou high a 
tempo. The metronome Indication, 
112 to the minute, must on no ac- 
count be exceeded. 

There are rhythmic melodies here 
which cry out loudly not to he 
hustled and hustled along in the per- 
secuted way so much of our march 
music is. Bandmasters should see 
that the drummer understands he 
must control the tempo on the march, 
nnd in the festival, he himself must 
be prepared to learn from the great- 
est march playing exponent. Sousu. 
and take his marches with that steady 
rhythmic swing which gives a com- 
pelling impulse to every har. Do not 
be led astray in march playing by the 
ignorant example of some Band- 
masters of secular combinations who 
hope to gain in effect by rushing a 
march off Its feet and in the end lose 
far more than (hey sain. 

No. 536 is a selection, "My Shep- 
herd." from the pen of Brigadier 
Hawkes. The vocal material incor- 
porated includes -'The King of Love, 
my Shepherd is," arranged partly for 
full Band and partly as a euphonium 
solo. "The Shepherd True." a beauti- 
ful song which lingers chiefly in a 
minor key. is the second item, being 
treated as a euphonium solo. 

The chorus is in quartet form 'lor 
two cornets and two trombones, with 
an obllgato for the soprano and a 
vocal accompaniment. This move- 
ment is repeated with an entirely new 
arrangement of parts. The third 
vocal item is "Jesus, Shepherd of our 
souls"; the melody, which is of a 
pastoral character, ia chiefly in the 
horn parts. The well known tune 
set to the words "Thou Shepherd of 
Israel," furnishes the final item. This 
is a fine bold setting with many 
points of interest. 

The selection contains much in the 
way of contrast and has many arrest- 
ing moments. There will be a call 
upon the executive abilities of the 
players, although the selection should 
not prove difficult to master. 

"Pardon and Peace," a selection by 
Bandmaster Marshall, Is the third num- 
ber. Designed expressly for Sunday 
night gatherings, the music endeavors 
to depict the peaee which eomes 
from a perfect knowledge of sins for- 
given and a happy relationship with 
God. 

The Army songs incorporated in- 
clude a tune to the words. "He par- 
doned a rebel lileo me," "Oh yes I'm 
saved . to-day," a trombone solo, nnd 
"At peaee with God," a cornet solo. 

There is much music which is at 
variance with an atmosphere of 
peace, the idea apparently being to 
show the turmoil through which tho 
soul phhsch to peace. There are some 
difficulties in the selection, the chief 
being i he conflicting rhythms occa- 
sionally employed and the tonality, 



and some patient practice may be 
necessary before this number is ready 
tor presentation, i 

Journal No. S3S furnishes the 
second march un the sheet. It is en- 
titled "The Balaam March." being 
written by Bandmaster Sheriff of that 
Corps in London. This is Ill's lirst 
appearance in the Journal, uitlicugh 
our comrade has had several of his 
songs in the "Musical Salvationist." 
For the bass solo we have the chorus 
of a song by Brigadier HawKeu on- 
titled. "Lord, hear while we pray." 
while the trio is comprised of one of 
the Bandmaster's own song melodies. 
There is no difficult ground here, and 
with due attention to various details 
the inarch should very quickly take 
shape. 



THE BASS DRUMMER 

A WORD TO MEN OF THE STICKS 

By Bandsman Chartes Hoe (London, 

Ontario) 

t'pon every Salvation Army Bands- 
man is the responsibility uf playing 
liis instrument efficiently, and tho 
bass drummer is no exception. He, 
with the rest, should know how to 
handle his job. 

Our up-to-date music demands ;i 
muaicianly drummer who can read 
drum music, understand the musical 
terms which enable him to play with 
the proper expression, and can keep 
true time. 

There is a great tendency for the 
Hand while playing a spirited march 
to quicken the speed when a double 
forte passage is reached. But the 
buss drummer must be the metro- 
nome for the Band and not allow 
speeding up in the louder, and drag- 
ging in the softer, passages. He can 
be a great help to the Bandmaster in 
this matter. 

When playing elsewhere than on 
the march, the drum should be placed 
in such a position that, while reading 
his music the drummer can see the 
Bandmaster, so that when the tempo 
of the mtiflie changes, as in an accel. 
or rail., he can work with the Band- 
master to bring the Band to the new 
tempo. 

At no time should the drum be 
played so loudly ns to obscure the 
playing of the brass. Even in double 
forte passages, the drummer must re- 
member that his strong right arm 
wielding the stick and applied to the 
drum-head is a greater noise producer 
lhan any. pair of lungs forcing wind 
through valveB and tubes. The drum- 
mer who is a true musician Ib never 
guilty of this over-loud drumming. 

Concerning the use of two sticks, un- 
less a man can really handle them 
expertly, it is far belter Just to use 
ono, and be right on tbe beat and 
play with expression. 

A drummer who fills his Job must 
essentially bo a hard worker. He is 
one of the "hurden bearers" of the 
Bapd, and, to keep hlB drum in shape, 
he must put in extra hours pulling up 
the rope, polishing the shell, whiten- 
ing the cord, etc. What looks better 
than our Army drum kept shining, 
with cords white, ami crest proclaim- 
ing to I he world our motto "Blood- 
and-Fire?" 

Our Salvation Army drums have 
often been used as penitent-forms, 
where Keeker* have knelt ami found 
Salvation. So. drummer, honor and

A DISCOVERY THAT WILL 
SAVE STORAGE 

A most important invention has 
been made by a Melbourne engineer, 
Mr. A. U. Alcock, which will have 
the effect of making: frozen meat 
cheaper and of helping our own dom- 
inions to compete against South 
America. 

Meat sent from the Argentine needs 
only to be chilled to -stand the jour- 
ney, but meat from Australia and 
New Zealand, on account of the much 
longer journey, must be frozen, so 
that when it arrives here it takes four 
days or more to become unfrozen. 
This makes large storage accommo- 
dation necessary. 

The new process is based on the dis- 
covery that a weak electric current, if 
passed through the carcase, will rapid- 
ly warm it, and the simple method 
has been devised of hanging the meat 
by special hooks which can be con- 
nected to an ordinary electric lamp 
socket. An alternating current will 
unfreeze a carcase in twenty-four 
hours, or four tim:>s as quickly as at 
present, thus saving three-quarters of 
the immense storage room now re- 
«iuired. 



AMERICA'S FIRST MEN 
A Florida Discovery 

There has been discovered in 
Florida u crushed human skull as- 
sociated with stone arrowheads and 
the remains of the mammoth and the 
mastodon. 

Above the stratum containing these 
relics have been found pottery anil an 
accumulation of shells, while in the 
sands beneath occfir teeth of horses, 
camels, and the sabre-toothed tiger. 

The discovery is of importance, be- 
cause a wide difference of opinion has 
been expressed as to whether prehis- 
toric man ever existed in America. 
As long age as 184G, the famous 
geologist, Sir Charles Lyell, paid a 
visit to Natchez, on the left bank of 
the Mississippi, to examine the site 
where a human bone wus said to have 
been found, thirty feet from the sur- 
face, with bones of the mastodon near 

by. 

The recent discovery made seems to 
support the reality of that made in 
Natchez, and it is difficult to think of 
any reason why man did not exist in 
America in those times.

At a time when North America is racked by a dispute over the problem of 
the coal mines, it is almost incredible that there should be so much waste 
in the use of this national treasure. Yet the fact is that we waste half the 
wealth of our goal, and both masters and men know it. The great heaps of 
slaek that one sees round eveiy mine contain in themselves wealth worth 
millions if it could be used. The trouble has heen that no one has found an 
efficient process for separating the by-products from the raw coal and utilising 
what is left in the form of a light and smokeless fuel. 

Coal Smoke a Waste 

Nature is very wise. She has endowed mankind with intelligence in 
order that man, by using his intelligence, may enjoy the full benefit of her 
bounty. In the caae of coal the great clouds of smoke that disfigure our cities 
are simply a living proof of bad fuel consumption. For coal smoke is not only 
a nuisance; it Is a waste. Those dark clouds up In the air are ■no much gold 
burning away to the disfigurement of the countryside. 

Scientists have known for some years that if coal could be carbonised al 
a low temperature the result would be to separate from coal-slack a smokeless

CHINA'S TROUBLES 
Can any Good be Done? 

In the midst of the marchings and 
counter-marchings of rival Chinese 
generals, a conference has assembled 
at Pekin to consider the claim of the 
Chinese Government to be allowed to 
increase the duties on imported, goods. 
It is by their control of the Chinese 
Customs revenue that the Powers 
have hitherto made sure of China's 
payment of tJie interest on loans and 
war debts contracted long ago, and 
have prevented anti-foreign feeling 
from keeping out foreign goods; but 
at Washington it was agreed that 
China must now be allowed a voice in 
the matter, and a definite increase of 
duties was promised. 

The difficulty in the way of the 
Conference is the w.ar between the 
rival generals in China. The generals 
have no support from the mass of the 
people, whom they compel to feed 
thoir soldiers; they arc simply out "for 
the plunder they can get. The ques- 
tion is how the people are to get rid 
of them, to get a Government that can 
control them. The Conference will do 
anything 'it can to strengthen the 
hands of the Government, but it can- 
not put down the generals for them, 
and if the Government is allowed to 
increase the duties it cannot guaran- 
tee that imports will reach their des- 
tination without further charges. 

There are local duties the trailers 
would like to get rid of, but far worse 
than these are the unlawful taxes the 
generals impose at every turn, and 
about these any promises the central 
Government may be- willing to make 
arc of no use at all.

When baking fish, remember to line 
the pan with waxed paper; then there 
will he no disagreeably sticky dish 
to -wash afterwards. 

If a meat-mincer or egg-beater 
works hard, put glycerine in the bear- 
ings. It is a lubricant which will uot 
taste in the food and is not ut all 
harmful. 

When buying apples, pick the heav- 
iest and also test the fruit by seeing 
it, when pressed with the thumb, it 
yields with a slight crackling sound.

.Vinegar water will remove the shine 
from serge. l T se a tablespoonlul of 
vinegar to a tumblerful of water. 

At least once a week, and at night, 
sprinkle the sink with chloride of 
lime. In the morning scrub ihe sink 
■with a long-handled brush and pour 
boiling water down. The chloride of 
lime removes all grease, both from 
the sink and the pipe, and acts as a 
disinfectant. 



FOR THE KITCHEN 

CRANBERRIES 
Cranberries may be canned like 
rhubarb in cold wafer. Pick over t lie 
berries carefully and sterilise jars. 
Fill jars as lull as possible of the 
hemes and add pure cold water (it 
is safer to boii lap water and let it 
cool) until the jars overflow. Adjust 
and when ready m use prepare the 
berries exactly like fresh ones. 

COOKED SAUCE 
If yon wish 10 have a canned sauce 
all ready to use. cook together: two 
and a half pounds of sugar. 1 cup 
water, one quarter teaspoon salt. 
When symp just begins to bubble 
add four pounds of cranberries which 
have been carefully picked over and 
cook slowly tor from live to leu min- 
utes, until berries are soft, but not 
mushy, rour into sterilized jars, ad- 
just rubber and cover, pailiully fas- 
ten, set in hot water bath and process 
for twenty minutes. Seal securely 
and store in dark place. 

A QUICK PUDDING 
This sauce-- -or just a hit of left- 
over sauce or jelly — may lie con vert- 
ed quickly into a good dessert by 
mixing one cup of it villi ill roe table- 
. spoons of sugar and adding the beaten 
White of one egg. The addition of a 
-Mt of cinnamon, some ground nuts 
or coeoimiit furnishes variation.

COMBATING INJURIOUS 

SYMPTONS IN CHILDREN 



Loud and startling noises, sudden 
transitions of all kinds, jolts of the 
baby carriage, too rapid trundling of 
the same, and all conditions that may 
produce fear should be avoided with 
the greatest care. Also, the child 
from four months on should be guard- 
ed from the lits of anger and rage 
that are ol'ten shown by a str-ong- 
wfilec baby. The mother should 
watch for these when they threaten, 
and sidetrack them by some distrac- 
tion. A child at this age may be lov- 
ingly trained to control anger and 
impatience, should be kept away 
from temptation to yield to them, and 
when they appear imminent should 
have pleasing distractions supplied. 
Music is one of the best — a few 
chords on the piano will do wonders 
in soothing an angry infant. The 
mother should set herself not to pet- 
mil the habit-furrows of auger to be 
formed in the brain, thus making the 
path easier for them the next time. 

At as early an age as the fourth 
month a child has been found to show 
disturbance and anxious jealousy at 
being ignored while another child, or 
an animal, was petted and noticed. 
Home young mothers are unwise en- 
ough to wish to display how easily 
the child's jealousy is aroused, and 
how it appears lo covet Ihe mother's 
attention. Such a display is evidence 
of nothing hut the ignorance of the 
mother and Iter thoughtless cruelty. 



Jealousy is one of the moat unwhole- 
some and injurious emotions to which 
a baby may be subjected. 

One or the most essential factors 
in the care of the child at this age 
is that affection and love shall be 
displayed toward it.
